Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants explained differences between the claimed invention 
and the prior art. The applicants proposed a future amendment for discussion that included the feature of the use of 
compression bonding head on the band region without overlapping the first regions of soldered chip components. The 
examiner noted that the addition of this feature to Claims 21 and 25 would appear to overcome the prior art but it was 
opined that applicants should carefully recite the language in their claims that have clear antecedent bases in the 
specification. The applicants noted that they would file a subsequent amendment formally for consideration.
